The residonts of the lower section of oar city,
more especially those of the old district of Sonth-
wark, were thrown into a fever-heat of excltement
about nalf past 11 o'olock Iast night by the discovery
of the dead body of an old man in Beck street,
directly In the rear of the old SBouthwark Hall, By
many it was at first supposed that he had been mur-
dered, but subsequent investigation rovealed the
fact that the man came to hils death through an acel-
dent. ‘The facts of the ciuse are these . —Situstad at
the corner of Swanson and Beok streets 18 a dance-
house known a8 the Now York Honse, the place I8 o
general resort for acertaln sel of a scamen, who,
while in port, spend thelr leisure howra and thelr
nard-earned wagoes thereln,

Early last evening a party of these men, prinei-
pally employed on board of the Southern steamer,
who had just been pald off, entered this place, and
soon the sounds of mosle, dancing, and carousing
were heard,  All went off well untll about 9 o'clock,
when a stranger entered the place, and o slight i
turbance arcae, which ended in his being  ousted,
Not being disposed to thus give up the battle, he
weént in search of some of his [riends, Al Seamen,
but belonging to another vessel, and, retarning with
ahem, commenced stoning the place. A number also
entered, and soon scveral parties woere rolling
and gouglog ench othoer. The women immediatoly set
around the foor of the drinkery, cursing, biking,
up the ory of murder, and soon word was conveyed
o the Second District Station House of the row.
This was about twenty-five minutes past
11 o'clock. Lientenant Errickson at , onoo
started down Deck street, and near Grover met o
man coming west. His attention was attracted o
him, and he immediately questioned the yonng mun
who had brought the news of the row, If he was one
of the parties to this; he recelved & ne tive an-
ugwer, and he keptgon Nis wWay. Proceeding to the
scene of the disturbance he arrestad one of the par-
ties, and returned with his prisoner through Boeck
street agaln, when, at the interscction of tGrover
gireet, he discovered the man mentioned iying (n the
street; stooping down, he Ir-ll. his pulse, aod i‘I.IHIIL'-
dintely sald to his prisoner, *This man I8 dead,"” con-
tinning on to the stationhouse, only @ fow SLeps dis-
tant, he procured a strefeher, and, returning, ¢on-
yoyed the body to the ball,

Early this morning Chief Kelly and detactive offl-
cers Gordon aud Franklin procesded thereto, and at

once commenced investigations,

1t was first ascertained that the deceased was
named Willlam Carmines, aged about fifty-five
years, and resided at No. 14 Beck street,  On learn-
\ng this the oMoeers visitea No, 14, and there met the
deceased's aged wife, From her they obtained the
following statement :—She and her huasband were in
bed, when they were awakened by the erles of mur-
der; much aguinst her aesire he expressed his in-
tention of going for the police, and dressing himsell
started off, sho accompanyiog hiin to the door; ina
few minutes after he left she saw Lieutenant Erriok-
son pass hy ; she saw nothing more of her husband
until she looked upon his adead body at the station
houge, On being gneationed by the onicers she
stated that ahe did not think he had been fonlly dealo
with, but that on the contrary he had buen over-
come by the excitement, and falling had inflicted
the wound which cansed his death.

Some time ago, Ahe salil, her husband, who then
followed the ses for & livelihood, had recelved severe
internal injuries in o collision between two vessels,
and since that time he hias aiwaya been ailing, their
family physician had constantly warned him to avold
any Kind of excitement, always expressing the fear
that he would be taken off suddenty.

At the place where the body wns fonnd the onrb.
stone ls somew hat ruised, nmil in his weakness, (o (s
suppoged, the deceased tripped, and falling heavily,
his left temple striking the curb (nficted a wound
which caused nlmos) instant death.

THE RAMING OF TRE STEAMBOAT SAMUEL M, FEL-
roK.—0One of the least promising wreoks ever under-
taken to be raised was that of the fingé new fron
steambont Samuel M. Felton, We yesterday saw
her upon Moore's dry dock, In Wilmington. Ina
short time she will return o the Delaware virtuslly
a new boat, She sank in conscquence of striking, In
& heavy fog, o submerged dock opposite Cluremont,
T'ne point of concusslon was just in front of her
bollers. The shock relt the heavy lron pinting along
a line of twenty-five feet in length, making an open-
ing about an inch In width, As the tule settled so
did the Felton, The rock pushed up throagh her
bottom, and so completely broke her hull as to leave
it fastened only by the decks. Ten of the deck heams
were literally forced upwards. The broken part was
then from twenty-four to thirty-six juches wide.
When she came 0 g level bottom the opening di-
minlshed apout five Inches. To raise a wreok so de-
plorable was something presenting something in
aspect like a forlorn hope.  The work was ultimately
done, and with s degree of success which shows that
while Messra. Mason, Holbbg & Co. continue to ex-
tend thetr facilities as wreokers to the underwriters
of this port, there 18 no occasion to seek  elsewhere,
The work of raging the wreck was done by means
of chains and pontoons under the bows.
